SCHOOL REPORT. 


To the inhabitants of School District of Haverhill. 

The School Board of the District of Haverhill present 
this their fourth annual report of the condition of the 
public schools in said District for the year ending March 
5, 1890. 

For the convenience of the Board, the District was di- 
vided as follows: | 

Districts Nos. 1, 2, 9,10, 15 and 17 to W. F. Westgate. 
Districts Nos. 3, 4, 5, 12 and 19 to E. R. Weeks. Districts 
Nos. 6, 8, 14, 18 and 20 to D. K. Davis. : 

Some one of the School Board has visited each school 
at least twice duriug each term with one or two exceptions, 
and they have endeavored to discharge their duties, and 
beg leave to report that the schools are in a prosperous 
condition. | 

While there has in some instances been more interest 
taken by the parents, they have as a whole been very 
negligent for the welfare of their children while under the 
care of the teachers, and in the opinion of the Board they 
should visit the schools in their districts and show their 
children they feel a deep interest in their welfare. It is 
our unpleasant duty to call the attention of the teachers 
to the condition of the school registers as they have been 
returned by them, a very few of them were found correct. 

The whole number of scholars who have received in- 
struction in the public schools in this town is 640, of these 
85 received instruction at the Academy in Haverhill Cor- 
ner, and 186 at the public school in Woodsville,

To the Haverhill Town Board of Education, and the 
inhabitants of the Woodsville Union High School 

District: 

During the past year, in accordance with instructions re- 
ceived at the School Meeting of the district, some long 
needed and extensive improvements have been made on the 
school building. Although the arrangement for heating and 
ventilation are by no means perfect, yet we conceive, that 
pruper attention by the teachers to the laws of hygiene, will 
secure an adequate supply of pure, fresh vir, and that no 
deleterious effect can possibly fo'low if they will use those 
means now at their disposal. The desks in the different de- 
partments have all been so changed, that the light comes to 
them from the back and side. This arrangement secures two 
very important results. Primarily, the tax upon the eyes is 
not nearly so severe, and the school is far more easily 
governed. School rooms can be so constituted that it is next 
to impossible to realize that order and decorum, essential to 
the well being of every school. We consider that in this 
respect we have nothing to desire. With the desks in the 
Primary and Intermediate schools repaired, we may well 
congratulate ourselves on the appearance of our school 
rooms. .

Should the Primary School continue to grow in the futur 

as it has for the past three years, it will become necessary to 
relieve the teacher of this department by the formation of a 
second primary. The relief obtained by such a measure 
could be made to extend to every department of the school. 
When between fifty and sixty children are crowded into a 
small room never calculated to contain more than forty-five, 
itis surely time that something was done. And yet such 
was the condition of affairs in the Primary School last 
- spring. 
_ The time is now ripe for the adoption of a fixed, curricu- 
lum of study. Studies have been taken up in a desultory, 
ineffective manner, without regard to any special result, and 
in this way much valuable time has been lost. We have 
found, in our schools, scholars pursying at the same time, 
studies which properly belonged to the Grammar grade and 
also those we should find in the Freshman year in College. 
The difficulty has been, that pupils have not been governed 
in this respect by the advice of teachers or the desire of 
parents, as much as they have by the quest for something 
easy, or something high sounding. There can be no classifi- 
cation of the school and no thorough, effective work by the 
teacher, until a system of this nature is inaugurated with a, 
properly constituted Board of Education. The parent is 
neither always, nor generally, well qualified to say what. 
studies shall best be pursued by his child. And should he, 
he ought not and would not, stand in the way of the efficien- 
cy of a carefully considered, systematic course of study. We 
have had under consideration for some time such a course 
and we desire at the opening of the spring to begin work- 
ing up to it. 

We appreciate the fact that in passing from our present 
loose way to what may at first appear a policy of dictation,

We may excite some antagonism, but we feel assured that 
good sense will in the end prevail, and our efforts for build- 
ing up our schools be appreciated. We ask the earnest 
co-operation and assistance of all who are interesteel in the 
endeavor to make our schools second to none in Northern 
New Hampshire. On-the first day of January, 1890, the 
law pertaining to free text books went into effect. But, 
there being no appropriation to cover the expense, which 
must be incured, and being informed that no orders on this 
account would be honored by the town, we deemed it expe7 
dient as well as necessary, to allow all action in’ respect to 
this matter to go over until aiter the annual town meeting, 
when an appropriation may be made. The, board has before 
it, previous to the opening of the spring term, the extreme- 
ly arduous duty of regulating all the text books, which 
shall be used in our schools. Numerous changes must be 
made. We trust they will be such as may meet your ap-. 
proval and conduce to the elevation and advancement of 
the general scholarship. Regulations affecting the use of 
the books, which do not become private property and must 
be looked after by proper officers, will soon be placed in 
your hands. | 

Although we can note a slight improvement in the ap-— 
parent interest parents take in the schools, we trust that - 
it is far deeper than they give us any evidence of. It is 
a shame, not to say, asin, that parents will not take the 
pains to go into the school room and. assertain for them- 
selves the progress their child is making and the character 
of the work of the teacher. You can hardly over estimate 
the effect upon the school of an evident interest and con- 
cern in its welfare. 

We cannot pass over this portion of our report without 
again calling your aitention to one of the results incident 


to a failure to perform this imperative duty, Critizism and 
complaints have often come to our ears in regard to this o 
that teacher when the only medium of information is the 
petty gossip of some ill affected scholars, who have been 
subjects of discipline. We must rise to realize the fact 
that a school is only a large sized miniature of the worst 
phrases of said life and that he who relies on the evidence 
of hearsay, and that hearsay from the tongue of prejudice, 
when the opportunity to avail himself of accurate informa- 
tion is so near at hand and costs so little, is unjust, un- 
generous and ignorant. What a parody is such a condition 
of affairs upon our boasted intelligence, culture and 
Christianity!
